You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Richmond on Tuesday, the 12th day of March next at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects. 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tion of the same. 


3. To see how much money the town will vote to raise for 
highways and bridges in addition to the amount required by 
law. 


4. To see if the town will vote to accept state aid for con- 
struction of the Class II road known as the Winchester Road 
and raise and appropriate for said purpose the sum of $447.00; 
or will accept state aid for construction of Class V roads and 
raise and appropriate for said purpose the sum of $447.00. 

5. To see if the town will vote to allow 5% discount on 
all property taxes paid on or before July 1, 1935. 


6. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for the care of cemeteries for the ensuing year. 


7. To see how much money the town will vote to raise for 
libraries in addition to the amount required by law. 


8. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen 
and treasurer to borrow money for the use of the town in anti- 
cipation of taxes. 


9. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum of $200.00 
from the Esther Cass Estate in trust, the income from which 
to be used for the perpetual care of the Charles D. Cass lot in 
the south cemetery. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $100.00 for the purpose of surveying and erecting 
permanent markers for the Richmond-Troy town line as re- 
quired by law. 


11. To see if the town will vote to ratify the legislative 
enactment providing for the straightening of the Richmond- 
Troy town line. 


12. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
the municipal budget act. 


13. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by the 
town through Tax Collector’s deeds. 


14. To see if the town will vote to purchase the Leason 
Martin & Son mill property or take any other action thereon. 


15. To hear the reports of agents, auditors or committees 
heretofore chosen or take any action relating thereto. 


16. To take any action on any other matter that may le- 
gally come before the meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Richmond: 


I have the honor to submit, herewith, my tenth annual re- 
port. 


BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS: During the past summer a 
new hard wood floor was laid in the Four Corners School. In 
the early fall additional land was purchased for a playground 
at the Corners School. On the land was a spring which affords 
an adequate supply of water on the premises. This spring the 
land will be graded and further improved. Smith System chem- 
ical toilets were also installed. 


Plans are under way to procure additional land at North 
Richmond. As soon as funds are available, chemical’ toilets 
should be installed in this building. 


TEACHERS AND PUPILS: There was one change in the 
teaching staff. At North Richmond, Miss Reta Thayer resigned 
and Miss Esther McCarthy of Manchester, a graduate of Keene 
Normal School, three-year curriculum, was engaged to fill the 
vacancy. 


The work of the pupils has been up to the usual standards 
for country schools. 


HEALTH: For the first time, Richmond has the services of 
a school nurse in the person of Miss Margaret Harris of Keene 
who has many years of successful experience in this work. You 
will find elsewhere an account of some of the activities accom- 
plished in improving the physical condition of the pupils. This 
is a forward step on the part of your School Board. 
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I wish to express my very deep appreciation to the School 
Board, teachers and pupils and to the parents and patrons of 
the schools for their continued loyalty and cooperation.
